SALADS

“salted,” although this word is usually applied to that part of a meal

The 
Principal part of a salad is generally composed of uncooked non- 
starchy vegetables with frequently the addition of cold cooked 
vegetables end also shredded meats, fish, chicken, ete, This dish 
should be an important item in at least two meals of the day and 
should preferably be served at the beginning of the meal which 


assiires one of getting enough of the raw green vegetables before t 
other food of a higher caloric value is eaten 
amount of salad will then not be as liable to overeat on the heartier 


ce 
On who eats a plentiful 


foods which are more apt to be harmful if used in excess. Most 
salads are seasoned with salt and various dressings made of oil, 
vinegar, or other acids. One with a jaded appetite will probably eat 


more salad if highly seasoned dressings are used, but from a hygienic 
viewpuint I believe the salads containing the least dressing are the 
most wholesome. One with a normal hunger wiil especially enjoy 
the uncooked vegetabies at the start of the meal. It might be well 
to state here that the sour dressings should not be used with a meal 
containing starchy food owing to the tendency to produce flatulence 
Most of the vegetables listed and described in the chapter on non- 
starchy vegetables make pleasing basic vegetables to use for salads 
Mixtures of different fruits are not to be recommended but any one 
kind of fruit either cooked or raw may be used at a meal not con- 
taining starchy food. The avocado and olive are two fruits which may 
wit benefit be used as salad foods and combine well both as to taste 
and from a chemical standpoint. When most people think of salad, 
they think of lettuce, ceiery, cucumbers, and tomatoes, but there are 


so many other uncooked fruits and vegetables which may be used 
which are equally as valuable and appetizing. 
GREEN SALAD with COTTAGE CHEESE 
Mix equal quantities of lettuce wit some other greens, such as 
Spinach, nasturtium leaves or watercress, and chop together. Dress 


with a little olive oil, and arrange a mound of cottage cheese on top 


TURNIP SALAD 
Finely giate small turnips and carrots, mix With small amount of 
tomato pulp and olive oil, and stuff into tomato shells. Serve garnished 
with water cress on lettuce or spinach leaves 
RAW BEET SALAD 
The leaves of raw beets may be finely shredded like cold slaw 
served in the same way. The small roots may be washed and grated 
like raw carrots and form a pleasing and colorful addition to any raw 
vegetable salad

DRIED FRUIT SALAD 
Any of the dried fruits may be cooked until soft and when cold 
stuffed with cottage cheese. Serve on lettuce with a dash of whipped 
cream on top
